Historic 
arms pact 

Casting aside 
years of rancor, 

President Obama 
and Russian 
President Dmi- 
try Medvedev on 
Thursday signed 
the biggest nucle- 
ar arms pact in a generation, lacing the moment with new warn- 
ings of sanctions for an intransigent Iran. 

The treaty sealed after months of halting negotiation, is signif- 
icant not just for what it does but for what it symbolizes: a fresh 
start for the United States and Russia, and evidence to a watching 
world that nuclear disarmament is more than a goal. 

The pact commits their nations to slash the number of 
strategic nuclear warheads by one-third and more than halve 
the number of missiles, submarines and bombers carrying them.

Unrest continues 

The president of Kyrgyzstan declared from hiding Thursday that 
he would not surrender to a violent uprising that put the opposi- 
tion in control of much of the country, home to a U.S. air base key 
to the war in nearby Afghanistan. 

Just after he spoke, automatic weapons fire broke out in the 
capital miles from the Manas facility, where flights were at least 
temporarily halted and troops were confined to the base. 

It was not clear if Kyrgyz forces controlled by the opposition in 
Bishkek were battling loyalists of President Kurmanbek Bakiyev, 
or simply firing to deter looters after nightfall. There appeared 
to be little evidence of armed men loyal to Bakiyev in the capital

A missing link? 

Two skeletons nearly 2 million years old and unearthed in South 
Africa are part of a previously unknown species that scientists say 
fits the transition from ancient apes to modern humans. 

The fossils bear traits from both lineages, and researchers have 
named them Australopithecus sediba, meaning “southern ape, 
wellspring,” to indicate their relation to earlier apelike forms and 
to features later found in more modern people.

Answer: It depends. Serving an unlimited number of 
drinks during a set period of time for a fixed price Is 
prohibited.

You can get your fill of bar games 
in Illinois— but using booze is illegal

The table is set. Six empty, clear plastic cups line the sides of a 
folding rectangular table. Players pour a shot of beer into each, 
and the flip cup relay is ready to begin. 

Once confined to apartment parties and frat houses, flip 
cup, the game in which players chug cups of beer and then flip 
the empty cups, has become more commonplace in bars across 
Chicago. Meanwhile, its not-so-distant-cousin, beer pong, 
where players toss Ping Pong balls into cups of beer, is not only 
popular on the night-life scene but also is considered by some 
to be a competitive sport, with some national tournaments of- 
fering prizes up to $50,000. 

“In the past two years, IVe heard more promotions for flip 
cup and beer pong,” said Spencer McCurnin, a 22-year-old ac- 
tor who lives in Lakeview and has played the games at bars. 
What players like McCurnin might find shocking: The popu- 
lar games are illegal under Illinois law if the/re played with 
booze. The state’s Happy Hour Law, which has been in effect 
since 1989, bans bars from encouraging or permitting games 
that involve drinking alcohol or awarding alcohol as prizes. 

The issue of drinking games in bars came into the spotUght 
recently when The Associated Press reported in January that 
Britain’s government is cracking down on its binge-drinking 
problem by banning promotions and contests such as the 
“dentist’s chair,” in which restrained customers have liquor 
poured down their throats, in London bars. 

“Beer pong or flip cup tournaments are not permitted under 
this law,” said Susan Hofer, communications manager for the 
Illinois Liquor Control Commission. Bar games played with 
water instead of beer are allowed but not recommended by the 
commission. 

A violation of the law can result in a $500 fine, a liquor li- 
cense suspension or revo- 
cation for bar owners. 

Game players likely 



are off the hook unless police hold them accountable for pub- 
lic intoxication, Hofer said. But the thing is, bars don’t seem to 
get busted for it. 

Neither the Illinois Liquor Control Commission nor the 
city’s Department of Business Affairs and Consumer Protec- 
tion— which are charged with enforcing the state’s Happy 
Hour Law— has issued any citations to Chicago bars for violat- 
ing the section of the law pertaining to drinking games for at 
least the past three years, RedEye found. 

“I had no idea [drinking games were] not allowed,” said Da- 
vid Gillman, 22, who lives in Lincoln Park and has seen people 
play the games at bars in Chicago. “I don’t see why it wouldn’t 
be legal,” he said, having seen people play both beer pong and 
flip cup at bars in Chicago. 
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Andy DeCaluwe of Mount Prospect 
plays pong in the Drunken Bear Pong 
Tournament in March at Excalibur. 
**We play with nothing but water/’ Drunken 
Bear Sports Bar Promotions President 
Zen McHugh said.

The reason drinking games are outlawed, Hofer 
said, is because they can encourage binge drink- 
ing— a claim players and organizers of flip cup and 
beer pong tournaments refute. 

“The Happy Hour Law was designed to prevent 
irresponsible drinking as best it can,” Hofer said. 
Players only are drinking a small amount of beer in 
games, Gillman said. As he sees it, drinking games 
are not nearly as bad as taking shots of liquor. 

A handful of Chicago bar owners and staff with 
whom RedEye talked were aware allowing and pro- 
moting drinking games can get them into serious 
trouble, ^t some bars allow the games anyway 
(sometimes as charity fundraisers) and even post 


upcoming tournaments on their own Web sites— 
though it’s not always explicit whether beer can be 
used for playing the games. 

At least two bars in Lakeview on a recent Thurs- 
day night sanctioned the alcohol-fueled games, 
though they were not formally organized tourna- 
ments. RedEye observed patrons using beer in 
both flip cup and beer pong games. 

“It must not be strictly enforced because not 
only have I attended [a drinking game tournament] 
but I’ve seen them,” said Liza Ruscitti, 26, a mar- 
keting coordinator in the Gold Coast. As long as 
drinkers are responsible, she doesn’t see a problem. 
Illinois’ law has kept some game organizers, such

as the New Jersey-based company FHp Cup Guys, 
from hosting or promoting tournaments in Chica- 
go, said co-founder Mike W)lpe, who said the group 
monitors and controls alcohol consumption during 
events, which can be played with water. 

“This is not a drunken free-for-all,” co-founder 
Scott Gerber said. “On the grand scheme of things, 
if you do it right, you’re not going to have the prob- 
lems you’re talking about.” 

So, how much beer are players consuming? 
In a 32-team flip cup tournament, about a shot 
of beer— or i to 1.5 ounces is poured into cups. A 
player likely could consume fewer than two beers 
an hour and a tournament can run for four to five

hours, Gerber said. 

During a game of beer pong, which lasts 15 to 
45 minutes, a player drinks about a one beer, which 
hardly qualifies as binge drinking, said Casey 
Lynch, spokesman for bpong.com, which hosts the 
World Series of Beer Pong. 

“I challenge somebody to show me you get more 
drunk playing a couple games of beer pong than sit- 
ting at a poker table for five hours ordering drinks,” 
he said. 

Some local bars, such as Mother’s Too on Divi- 
sion Street, allow similar games to be played with 
water— what they call cup pong. It’s to be in com- 
pliance with the law, said Dan Benson, human 
resources director of Lodge Management, which 
owns bars including Mother’s Too. A number of 
bargoers RedEye interviewed said they didn’t think 
such games should be illegal. 

Me Cumin, who lives in Lakeview, said he can 
see how the state doesn’t want to promote binge 
drinking, but it comes down to personal responsi- 
bility “If you want to binge drink, people are going 
to binge drink whether or not there’s a promotion 
for it,” he said. “%u can drink just as much alcohol 
if playing a beer pong game or if you’re not.”

Review: Sex offender housing rules open door to more crimes

After his prison sentence came to an end 
in April 2007, child sex predator Ronald 
Dubbins was supposed to undergo one 
year of tightly con- ^ ^ 

trolled supervision * 
as he transitioned 
back home— with 
electronic monitor- 
ing, mandatory ther- 
apy and frequent 
meetings with a pa- 
role officer. 

But because he 

could not find a place to live that met Illi- 
nois’ ever-expanding sex offender housing 
restrictions, Dubbins served parole be- 
hind bars and then was released into Cook 
County without monitoring. 


Dubbins 


Faced with complete freedom, he quick- 
ly returned to his predatory ways, attempt- 
ing to lure young children into his Berwyn 
apartment for sex, court records show 

Dubbins’ case illustrates a growing dan- 
ger in Illinois. ATxibune review has found 
that the state’s sex offender housing laws, 
enacted over the past decade with the goal 
of protecting the public, may be having the 
opposite effect. 

Thousands of sex offenders have re- 
mained in prison for parole and then been 
returned to the streets without oversight 
or treatment. These offenders are less 
likely to register their addresses than those 
serving tightly monitored paroles in the 
community They also are more likely to 
re-offend, sometimes repeating the same 
sex crimes, the review found. 


For example, within a year of his release 
Dubbins was convicted of trying to abduct 
children between 4 and 12 years old and so- 
liciting sex acts from them. 

Of the 1,292 sex offenders discharged in 
fiscal year 2008 after serving parole behind 
bars, 28 percent were listed as missing, not 
having registered their address or not be- 
ing up-to-date with their registrations, 
compared with 23 percent of the 1,868 sex 
offenders paroled into the community 

Another 21 percent of the discharged 
offenders returned to prison, a slightly 
higher rate than those who were paroled. 
But in most cases, offenders monitored in 
the community were sent back to prison 
for technical parole violations, while the 
discharged offenders were convicted of 
new crimes.

Teen’s Web site a memorial 
to 6 million Holocaust victims 


Zak Kolar hails from a fortunate Jewish family of four whose 
ancestors never confronted the horrors of the Holocaust. But 
the Naperville teenager also is among the last generation to 
encounter World War II’s witnesses as neighbors rather than 
statistics. 

Seeking to ensure the Jewish people don’t forget each of the 
6 million lives lost, Zak, 14, has launched a Web site and database 
dedicated to those who perished during the Holocaust. He hopes 
the online roster of names and death dates will enable members 
of the Jewish community to select and pray for a martyr on the 
anniversary of his or her death, as prescribed by Jewish tradition 
for families and their forebears. 

Although electronic databases, memorial walls and literature 
have etched the names of many Holocaust victims into hearts 
and minds, Zak’s initiative is one of the first organized efforts to 


inscribe victims’ names into blessed memory especially when in 
many cases there was no one left behind to carry out the sacred 
task of reciting kaddish, the Jewish mourner’s prayer. 

While Jews around the world will gather at sundown Saturday 
to observe Abm HaShoah by praying for the 6 million Jewish dead 
all at once, Zak has spent the past few months marking the death 
anniversary, or yahrzeit, of the 6,272 names he has collected so 
far, reciting the kaddish and murmuring each name to himself 
Though his list is a minute percentage of the more than 6 mil- 
lion murdered, it already is enough to observe a death anniversary 
every day of the year. 

“It doesn’t seem right. We say a prayer, but each one is only get- 
ting one-six-millionth of it,” said Zak, the young webmaster of 
eachofushasaname.org. “It gives more dignity and honor to be 
remembered as an individual person.” 


4-year-old dies in apartment blaze 


As smoke poured out Wednesday night from the first-floor Jo- 
liet apartment where 4-year-old Omariya Dishman lived with his 
mother, neighbors pounded on the door and pleaded with the child 
to unlock it. Evergreen Terrace residents said. 

But Omariya was more worried about his mom, who uses a 
wheelchair after being shot in the back as a teen and is paralyzed 
from the waist down. 

“No, Tina’s still in here,” the boy told frantic neighbors, said Mi- 
chele Johnson, 20, who lives next door. 

Neighbors kicked down the door, but the profusion of smoke 
prevented them from entering the apartment. 

Another resident and Omariya’s cousin, Ashley Grigler, said she 
heard the boy calling out, “Mommy, Mommy” 


“He said his mommy was stiU in there and he ran to the room and 
that’s when I heard him caU. He was scared,” Grigler said. 

But authorities say Omariya’s mother, Tiana “Tina” Wallace, 
wasn’t in the two-bedroom apartment at 316 N. Bluff St. when the 
fire started around 11:30 p.m. Police and the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Services are investigating allegations of 
neglect and are trying to determine if Wallace was in another unit 
in the complex when the fire broke out. 

Wallace declined to comment when reached at the apartment 
where she was staying Thursday 

Her only son was found unresponsive next to his bed on the 
floor of his room, said Joliet Fire Deputy Chief Ray Randich. The 
room was stocked with his toys and a television, Johnson said.

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Suspect held in 
teen’s shooting 

As the gunman nonchalantly walked away from 
the West Side storefront where he had just shot a 
14-year-old boy a stunned witness steeled himself 
to help. 

“He was just walking by like nothing ever hap- 
pened,” said the 30 -year-old Chicago man.

The witness, who did not want his name di- 
vulged publicly for safety concerns, said he dialed 
911 as he followed the gunman in his car, duck- 
ing behind other parked cars and buses as the 
suspect walked from the scene of the shooting at 
Central and Chicago Avenues. 

Minutes later, police converged on the alleged 
gunman, Antonio Simpson, 18, who was ordered 
held without bail Thursday on a charge of aggra- 
vated battery with a firearm.

District board said Thursday he expects to face the 
challenge of providing as many programs as pos- 
sible despite a shrinking budget.

WASHINGTON A Qatari diplomat was 
on his way to an official visit with an 
imprisoned al-Qaida sleeper agent when 
he touched off a bomb scare by slipping 
into an airline bathroom for a smoke, of- 
ficials said Thursday as the diplomat pre- 
pared to leave the U.S. 

The diplomat, Mohammed Al-Madadi, 
was going to meet Ali Al-Marri in prison, 
according to a State Department official 
and another person close to the matter. Al- 
Marri, a citizen of Qatar, is serving eight 
years in prison after pleading guilty last 


year to conspiring to support terrorism. 

Al-Marri was arrested after the Sept, ii, 
2001, terrorist attacks, accused of being a 
sleeper agent researching poisonous gasses 
and plotting a cyberattack. 

Consular officials frequently visit for- 
eigners held in the United States to make 
sure they are being treated well. 

The purpose of his visit raises further 
questions about Al-Madadi’s behavior, 
such as why someone familiar with terror- 
ism cases would apparently flaunt airline 
security rules. Law enforcement officials 


said Al-Madadi later joked that he had 
been trying to light his shoe— an apparent 
reference to the so-called shoe bomber, 
Richard Reid. 

No explosives were found on the plane 
and authorities said they don’t think Al- 
Madadi was trying to hurt anyone during 
Wednesday’s scare. He enjoys diplomatic 
immunity from U.S. prosecution and will 
not be criminally charged, authorities said. 

The State Department official said 
Qatar had not yet informed the adminis- 
tration how it will handle the case.

“And 
after looking at the scores, guys were just 
tearing this place apart. And looking at the 
tee setups, the pins were friendly, especially 
the par 5s. 

“Most of the tees were up, so you could 
see if you drove the ball well.

Justin Long talks about his new movie, ‘Afterlife,’ taking comedy ecstasy and making some squeakquels

Justin Long doesn’t 
want to be known as 
“The Mac Guy” for- 
ever, but his latest role 
surprises even him. 

“I never get con- 
sidered for parts like 
this,” Long said of the psychological thriller 
‘After.Life,” which opens Friday “I knew it 
was a low enough budget so that maybe they 
would meet with me. ... They couldn’t afford 
a guy that would normally play that {part} in a 
movie that has {a bigger] budget.” 

You wouldn’t expect Long, whose best 
parts have been in such comedies as ‘Ac- 
cepted,” to turn up in a movie about a woman 
(Christina Ricci) who dies after a car crash 
but, at the funeral home, has a conversation 
with the undertaker (Liam Neeson), who 
says he can talk to people as they pass from 
life to death. Long plays Ricci’s character’s 
boyfriend, who tries to figure out what’s 
really going on with his girlfriend. The movie 


stinks, but Long acquits himself just fine in a 
serious role. 

The genial Connecticut native, 31, who 
seemed pretty burned out after a few hours 
of doing interviews via phone from New 
%rk, talked to RedEye about his film and its 
competition, “Date Night.”

**After.Life** comes out the same day as “Date

Sit back and

Even periodic date nights have become a chore 
for exhausted parents Phil (Steve Carell) and 
Claire Foster (Tina Fey), who fear that fun and 
romance are things of the past. It’s just the kind 
of relationship that needs a good old-fashioned 
chase around New York City after a dangerous 
case of mistaken identity 

The buzz: Great, another lesson about the 
misery of middle-age in the latest stinker from 
the director of “Night at the Museum.” Carell 
hasn’t starred in a winner since “The 40 -Year- 
Old Virgin,” so there’s little reason to think 
“Date Night” will even be as amusing as recent 
disappointing episodes of “The Office,” much 
less the hilarious “30 Rock.” 

The verdict: You could complain about the 
lame action sequences and ridiculous plot. Or 
you can just enjoy the giddy high from one of 
the year’s biggest surprises. It not only contains 
several excellent cameos— do yourself a favor and 
don’t look up who’s in it— but very funny turns 
from Carell and Fey as a couple who deserve 
happiness but don’t have the time. “Date Night” 
is about recapturing joy by escaping stress, and 
that’s precisely what happens by watching it.

Good but not great 

With this wrenching but uneven drama, writer-director Shana Feste 
seems like she’s trying to confront something and not sure how Fike- 
wise, Allen (Pierce Brosnan) and Grace (Susan Sarandon) struggle to 
cope after their oldest son Bennett (Aaron Johnson) dies in a car acci- 
dent. That’s a hard enough situation as is, complicated by the fact that 
they must also watch over Rose (Carey Mulligan), who slept with Ben- 
nett the night he died and now plans to give birth to his child. 

Much of “The Greatest” feels like exercises in an acting class, albeit 
a class that features people very much worth watching— particularly 
the wonderful Mulligan and Michael Shannon as the man driving the 
other car in the crash. The film gets lost in its sadness and feels phony 
when the tone changes, particularly when Allen and Rose go to a party 
and listen to the ramblings of a dude on acid. 

At its best, “The Greatest” addresses the impossible question of 
how to move on from tragedy when you don’t want to forget but every 
memory stings, matt pais is the metromix movies producer.

For Ricci, *After.Life’ 
not an afterthought

Playing a dead person in the creepy thriller 
‘After. Life” was a painful experience for 
Christina Ricci. 

The actress spends much of the movie, 
which opens Friday reclining in a skimpy red 
slip— and sometimes nothing at all— on a 
cold porcelain table in a mortician’s prepara- 
tion room. 

“My spine and the back of my hips got 
bruised on the first day,” said the star, who 
had flown in to L. A. from London where she’s 
been making the period drama “Bel Ami” 
with everyone’s favorite vampire hunk, Rob- 
ert Pattinson. 

“I had to lie back down on the bruises,” she 
said of her many scenes supine on that table. 
“Finally, the doctor came and he said. All I can 
do is give you painkillers.’ The crew tried to 
warm the table for me. Someone brought in 
an electric blanket. ... But it was November 
and we were in a poorly insulated warehouse 
in NewTbrk City I got sick.” 

Clearly, Ricci is no stranger to suffering for 
her art. This is the actress who spent large 
chunks of time half naked and chained to a 
radiator for 2006’s “Black Snake Moan.” 

And ‘After.Life” was no less demanding. 
The film casts Ricci as an unpleasant school- 
teacher named Anna, who has a difficult re- 
lationship with longtime beau Paul (Justin 
Long). She also takes a lot of pills— purport- 
edly for headaches— and is prone to nose- 
bleeds in the shower. 

The movie takes a turn for the weird when 


Anna dies in a car crash. Or does she? When 
she wakes up she sees a white light; not the 
warm, inviting one described by those who 
believe they have brushed up against the af- 
terlife, but a cold, sterile glare from the fluo- 
rescent light in the preparation room at a 
mortuary run by creepy mortician Eliot (Liam 
Neeson). 

She insists she’s still alive. Eliot, who says 
that he can communicate with the dead, tells 
Anna she’s fighting her demise and begins to 
prepare her body She, of course, resists. 

Despite the frightening nature of the film, 
Ricci hesitates to call ‘After.Life” a horror 
movie. 

“For me, the script read much more like a 
sort of character piece,” she said. “I kind of 
missed the scariness of it because I was sort 
of taken in by this question of death and if 
you have feelings after you’re dead. If I woke 
up tomorrow dead, how would I feel? That’s 
what I talked to [the director] about when I 
first met her.” 

Ricci liked the fact that she got to “sit in 
the middle of what it would be like to be dead. 
Anna has to believe at a certain point she is. 
I think in the beginning she believes it too.” 

When making a movie, Ricci doesn’t so- 
cialize much, preferring to ruminate over her 
parts in her hotel room. Eventually the char- 
acters begin to invade her psyche. 

‘Anna was really creeping in one morning 
when I woke up and looked in the mirror and 
said, ‘Oh, my God, I am so pale. I have gone 
Goth!’ ”
